A FEW POINTERS FOR A BUMPER 
CROP OF BLOOMS 


Use a tablespoonful of commercial fertilizer per plant to give plants a good 
start. 

Eighteen inches apart, each way, is sufficient. 

When Mum plants are young, cut back the stems to promote a bushier 
type of plant. 

Nicotine sulphate (Black Leaf .40) will kill aphis. 

Commercial plant food and liquid manure will aid in producing a bumper crop. 

Water, and plenty of it, is perhaps the most important factor in Chrysan- 
themum culture from August ’til flowering time. A mulch will prove highly 
beneficial at this time. 

The manner of disbudding large-flowering varieties grown for specimen or 
exhibition purposes should retain the crown or center bud. 

D. D. T. 5% dust or spray will keep bugs off. 

Window boxes are beautiful planted with Mums. Just transplant at bloom- 
ing time, water well.
